UNDE R THE W HIF. 

China Koroed u> Fay the ladenaUy 
•u<t the Court: iMues a Decree. 

Waallngton, .May 2:i.- The depart- 
ment of state has been informed reli- 
ably that the Chinese gov<Tnmcnt has 
Issued a decree agreeing to pay an in- 
demnity of 460,000,000 taels, equiva- 
lent to about 1337.000,000, at the pres- 
ent rate of exchange. It is known now 
that the whole suhject of indemnity 
will be closed up before the end of 
the present month. If that is not done 
and evacuation is not under way on a 
large scale, then the Chinese govern- 
ment must be assessed $1,000,000 <'ach 
day after June 1 next to compensate 
the powers for the maintenance of 
their military forces in China. Under 
this whip the Chipese government 
has been forced to yield. It is not 
known that the powers have agreed on 
the form and extent of the guarante<>, 
but now that the amount of indemnity 
is fixed not much difllculty is expected 

on this score. 



Waidersee's Successor. 

Washington. May 29.— The United 
States government has not taken part 
in the election of a military command- 
ant to sueeeed Field Marshal Count 
Von Waldersee in the supreme com- 
mand at Peking. Having dispensed 
with our military force in China the 
United States is not concerned in the 
personality of the military chief. Our 
legation guard will not owe allegiance 
or obedience to any foreign command- 
er, but will be answerable solely to 
the United States minister or charge. 
In the event of common peril the sev- 
eral legation guards may unite for 
the common defense. 



Chinese Town Stormed. 

Paris, May 29, — A dispatch received 
here from ru iieral \'oyi()n at Tien 
Tsin says that a reeonnoiteriiig party 
came upon a welled town l,j kilo- 
metres northeast of Ting Chau. The 
town authorities refuse to open the 
gates, whereupon the French artillery 
oiir^ned fire, tlie wall breached and the 
town taken, oin' I'rench infantry- 
man was wounded. General BaiUoud 
is scouring the country with a column 
of French troops and Is supporting the 
Chinese regulars. 

Defect in the Law. 

Seattle. Wash., May 29. — ^The prose- 
cuting attorney of this county has dis- 
covered a defeet in the new law pass- 
ed l)y tlie legislature regarding the 
ex( ( ution of criminals, which it is be- 
lieved invalidates it as to all persons 
now under sentence of death or who 
may be sentenced before June 14, 
when the law goes into effect. The 
lawnives a new lease of life to Charles 
Nordstrom, whose last appeal was dis- 
missed in the United States supreme 
court and who was to be hanged im- 
mediately. Other condemned mur- 
derers in the state will be able to 
stave off execution indefinitely. 

Oleomargarine ■ill. 

Ilarrlshurg, Pa., May 29. — Governor 
Stone signed the Snyder Harris oleo- 
margarine restriction bill. The new 
law regulates the manufacture and 
sale of butterlne and similar products, 
forbids oleomargarine from being col- 
ored, prevents dealers fronl selling 
oleomargarln(.' for butter and makes it 
compulsory upon each dealer to sti- 
cure a permit from the agricultural 
department before handling oleomar- 
garine. The governor also signed the 
bill prohibiting the publication of a 
drama or musical composition with- 
out the consen t of the auth or. 

Girls In a Riot. 

New York, May 29.— The girl strik- 
ers at the handkerchief factory of 
Atcbeson, Warden & Co. at Passaic, 
N. J., made a riotous demonstration 
One hundred girls reported for duty, 
ami despite police protection several 
of them were roughly handled by the 
strikers. The latter then stoned the 
factory, smashing many windows. The 
police arrested four of the strike lead- 
ers, but lost one of them in a charge 
from the strikeri. The ttrlkers nunv 
ber over 300. 

San Francisco, May 29.— Terry Mc- 
Govern will meet Aurelio Herrera in 
a 20-round bout at Mechanic's pavil- 
ion for the featherweight champion- 
ship and a side bet of S6,000 against 
$3,600. The advance sales of seats 
promises a crowd as large as that 
which recently saw McOovern dispose 
of Oscar Gardner, The betting is 5 
to 2. with McGovern favorite. There 
is much Interest In Herrera. He {s 
clever, and Is said tO Strike a very 
powerful blow. 

Huntington, W. Va.. May 29 —C| K. 
Lawrence, a traveling man nf Lima, 
O., was found dead at the Arlington 
hotel in this city. He was apparently 
about 55 years old and n presented a 
jewelry house.

Washington, May 29.— Secretary 
Root has received a cablegram from 
General Wood at' Havana conflrming 
press reports of the adoption by a 

vote of 15 ayes to 14 nays the report 
of the committee on relations with the 
United States, accepting in behalf of 
the convention the terms of the Piatt 
amendment It ie not possible at this 
moment to secure h<'re even an ab- 
stract of the resolution adopted. It is 
unileistood that without undertaking 
materially to change the language of 
the Piatt amendment the convention, 
by the addition of reports of Inter- 
views with Secretary Root and other- 
wise, has placed upon the amendment 
Itself a construction that will reciuire 
very serious consideration. The weight 
of opinion inclines to the belief that 
even as it stands the convention's ac - 
tion will nf)t be disapproved from 
Washington. It is suggested by the 
olfieials that tliere is no occasion at 
present for the Washington govern 
ment to take action upon this mattei , 
either by accepting or rejecting the 
convention's work. 

Porto Rico and the Tariff. 

Washington, May 29. — Administra- 
tion offlclals displayed a keen Interest 

in the reports fioni San .Juan stiowing 
the manner in which the decisions of 
the sujireme court in the insular cases 
were received in Porto Rico. They 
were not surprised at the disappoint- 
ment f'xpressed, as they realized that 
the islanders would prefer free trade 
with this country insti ad of a contin- 
uation of the imposition of the 15 per 
cent of the Dingley rates. The opera- 
tions of the Hollander bill providing 
a scheme of internal taxation will be 
carefully watched here, and the hi>pe 
is expressed that it will prove ade- 
quate for the purposes for which it 
was intended. It was said President 
McKlnley would obey the provisions 
of the Foraksr law and proclaim free 
trade when the Porto RIcan legisla- 
ture declares an adeijuate system of 
insular taxation is operative. 

Claims It's a Backward Step. 
London. May J'.t — The Daily News, 
Which comments upon the decisions 
of the United States supreme court In 
the insular cases as "perhaps the most 
momentous which this tribunal was 
ever called upon to make," regards 
them as "a curious issue to 120 years 
of triumphant democracy," and says: 
"it is not progress, but retrogression; 
not the advancement of humanity, but 
that diheartening product of our time 
— the militarism of a democracy. We 
venture to think (hat the fianiers of 
the United States constitution wou'd 
have laughed at the possibility of such 
ft development as incredible." 

Cuba aa a Nation. 
Havana, May 29. — ^Tbe Cuban con 
Btitutional convention will not hold 
further session until after the munic 

ipal elections. President Capote vis 
ited Governor General Wood to talk 
over the proposed election, which will 
be held the first week of the conven 
tion. ^The general Intimated that tlie 
United States. would ask that sonu 
changes be made In the constitiiticui 
Kl .\luudo says: "Hy the vote Cuba's 
in(l> pendence and nationality were 
made subject to the United States. In 
future we shall only be a name on the 
map of the world." 

Dubbed Traitors. 
Havana, May 29.— By a vote of 15 
to 14 the Piatt amendment was accept- 
ed by the Cuban constitutional con- 
vention after a liitter debate. The 
amendment was embodied in the ma- 
jority report of the committee on re- 
lations. The radicals made a hard 
fight to the last moment, and Senores 
Portuondo Oomez and Tamayo bitter 
ly arraigned the conservatives Si iior 
Tamayo was particularly vindictive, 
and declared that everybody who vot- 
ed in favor of the Piatt amendment 
was a traitor to his country.

Memphis. May 2ti.— A cloudless sky 
and a cool western breeze were in ev- 
idence on tbe second day's session of 
the Confederate veterans. The cre- 
dentials report showed a total repre- 
sentation of 1,3S9 < amp8 with an ag- 
gregate attendance of 2,309 dclpRafcs. 
Texas had the largest representation, 
with 129 campa and 451 delegates. 
Tbe resolutlona prepared by various 
delegations were paased up to the 
coniniaiuicr, who read them aloud be- 
fore passing them back to the com- 
mittee on resolutions. Among them 
waa a motion that congress be mcm- 
oriallied to erect In precincta of the 
nation's capital a monument .to Oea- 
eral Robert B. Lee. The resolution 
was passed back to the committee. A 
flo^« '>r pnTBdewas a feature of the day. 

The flrat reaolutlon adopted was 
that the congreaa of the United States 
be respectfully requested to make auf- 
f1ri<'nt appropriation for the care of 
the Confederate dead in the cemeter- 
ies of the north. The second resclu- 
tlon moved that thanks be extended 
to congreaa and to the president of 
tbe United States for the paasagc of 
the act, approved June 6. 1900,, mak- 
ing an appropi'iii' ii"! iHr the reinter- 
ment of the Confederate dead Interred 
in the National cemetery at Waahlng- 
ton, D. C. 

General A. P. Stewart offered a rea- 
oliition asking thnt every member of 
the United Confederate Veterans give 
$1 for tbe purpose of erecting a suit- 
able memorial to tbe women of tbe 
south. Adopted.
